Should there anyone who would 
answer not use text,” should 
know that teacher either master 
his subject (so full his subject 
own text); well equipped teach 
that can plan his own learning ex- 
periences highly organized, sequen- 
tial pattern; familiar with extensive 
supplementary materials that can di- 
rect his pupils their reading;

QUESTION THE MOST SERIOUS 
CRITICISM THE 
USE TEXT 

From all that have been able 
gather, the teacher’s overdepend- 
ence upon text. Teacher and Text can 
represent wide range teaching abil- 


ity from almost complete inadequacy 
full competency; from mere artisanship 
genuine artistry. From the standpoint 
the pupil’s learning achievement, 
correspondingly wide range: from al- 
most total ignorance and indifference 
complete mastery; from inarticulation 
power express and apply the 
knowledge acquired. 

What, after all, are our objectives 
learning, tool almost universally re- 
garded indispensable. definitely 
that for the beginner (and here may 
say that religious may easily find him- 
self beginner certain subject while 
master another?). Serving tem- 
porary crutch such teacher, the 
text should offer kind security 
pupils, for the text has been constructed 
often safeguard pupils against un- 
ready handmaid the experienced 
teacher. are actually advocating 
close adherence text for begin- 
like the social studies the new cur- 
riculum emphasizing the need 
know thoroughly, use the manual, 
there one accompany it. This, 
some cases, would practically guarantee 
good teaching within comparatively 
short time. 

But why, ask, are others than be- 
ginners often guilty slavish de- 
pendence upon text? Douglass and 
warning prospective teachers 
against this weakness, list these reasons: 

Lack training, lack ability: 
are told that the average run 
teachers lacks the creative ability 
organize suitable learning experiences. 

Tradition, which ties the past, 
especially since the public have grown 
with childlike faith that recitation 
textbook material evidence genu- 
ine learning, and the fairly common 
fallacy thinking learning and edu- 
cation the temporary acquisition 
factual information. 

But the Catholic educator, 
all true educators, the pupil the end 
all our teaching. What results from 
this type textbook teaching? Obvi- 
ously narrows the mental horizons 
the pupil, whether laziness ignorance 
responsible. further does great 
disservice the pupil since fosters 
him smugness and complacency that 
comes from knowing all the answers 
often through mere memorization 
and turns him out quiz kid, or, 
the secondary level, super quiz kid 


kind walking-talking encyclopedia. 
And what the university asking 
do? What Yale, for example, would 
like, more than deal 
factual knowledge any specialized 
branch, would the ability put first 
things first; use disciplined 
Incidentally, Father Schouten, S.J., 
student conference D’Youville Col- 
lege few years back, emphasized the 
same need: for formed minds, rather 
than informed, and Montaigne long ago 
pleaded for “the mind well formed, not 
well filled” —literally, “the head well 
made, not well filled.”” Nobody will dis- 
pute the need information pre- 
requisite for thinking, but the power 
reason and apply already acquired 
knowledge needs development. 

Could that teachers the 
higher levels, high school and college, 
fail recognize what the elementary 
teacher has been forced recognize: 
that every teacher teacher read- 
ing; that the vocabulary must 
taught; that assignments must ex- 
plained; that, least high school, 
some supervised study necessity 
are offer any remedial aid those 
inadequately prepared almost always 
reading disability lies the root 
the failures. Have any right ex- 
pect 100 per cent transfer reading 
skill general sort any one highly 
specialized area study? 

Does the entire high school staff (of 
college, for that matter) co-operate 
combating kind allergy books 
somewhat prevalent among our youth 
today: English teacher, librarian, and 
teachers every content subject? Li- 
barians especially are eminently quali- 
fied service both teachers 
and pupils offering rich supplementa- 
tion classroom 

Textbooks are but one instrument 
learning. CAVE convention 
Chicago, Cardinal Stritch expressed 
himself this point. the well- 
qualified teacher who does not let the 
text blind her other avenues 
approach. the Cardinal’s words: 
“Teaching aids are good things the 
hands teacher who basically well 
qualified

from many other far more appealing 
instruments, nor minimize the contri- 
bution these instruments can make. 

When the Planning Committee 
announced that 6400 teachers would 
visit industries the Buffalo area, 
expressed the wish that the personal 
experience these teachers would con- 
stitute “communication link” that 
should somehow “bump off” something 
value the pupils. 

That was just another way saying 
what Frank Abrams “The Business 
Man Looks wrote some 
time ago: school bell seems 
ringing for all us. time for busi- 
ness and education get together. Not 
that businessmen wish teach teachers 
how teach” —but furnish them 
with the facts about the industrial world 
which find ourselves today. 

article “What’s Right With the 
comments: “One the rea- 
sons present-day teachers are doing such 
outstanding job because their 
readiness beyond the textbook 
employ outside source material which 
timely and pertinent.” 

Incidentally that was pointed directly 
the splendid films and filmstrips now 
available. Surely are all familiar 
with some only ten-minute offerings 
often that can more lasting teach- 
ing short time than for one, could 
considerably longer time! 

Wall maps, charts, pictures, diagrams, 
chalktalks, group dynamics all 
these are being used resourceful 
teachers supplement the text. the 
text used springboard these 
handy reference from them, they 
for very important service. 
the teacher’s text open, oftener than 
not, the pupil’s—to check, 
verify, correct, follow up, make 
sure the assignment. The textbook 
has real value one will deny. 
only when assumes role out char- 
acter that open criticism. 

Texts are numerous, more attractive, 
easier and more convenient use (un- 
fortunately not less expensive) but 
they will never the one and only 
indispensable means instruction. Nor 
could they be. When are choosing 
new textbooks, let know the criteria 
which judge our text; know the 
author, his scholarship and his philoso- 
phy; but let relinquish the dream 
that there will appear the perfect text 
perfect mean complete and self- 
sufficient!

Frequently, when the problem dis- 
cussed honest, friendly way, can 
solved once and for all. Very often, 
however, when the difficulty cannot 
solved easily, bibliotherapy will 
valuable help. the child given book 
read which the hero heroine 
suffering from the same trial, handicap, 
difficulty, the troubled reader helped. 
reading the story able give vent 
his own pent-up emotions, and when 
sees the hero solving problems similar 
his own, satisfactory manner, 
gains courage tackle his own difficulty.

involved with the young reader. Encour- 
agement must given, and sometimes 
more than one story needed develop 
(or even create desire within the child 
develop) wholesome moral principle 
habit good conduct. all impor-

the right time. 

Most the problems which worry 
troubled and emotionally upset children 
today can traced one more the 
basic human needs for security. May Hill 
Arbuthnot, her excellent volume called 
Children and Books (Scott, Foresman), 
lists these securities three general head- 
ings: material, emotional, and spiritual se- 
curities.

St. Robert’s Has Book Fair

Teachers St. Robert’s grade and junior 
high school suburban Milwaukee realized 
few years ago that merely having good 
libraries was not enough. The situation 
seemed demand direct, positive action 
give Dickens even break with “Drag- 
net,” and Alice Wonderland competi- 
tive chance with Alan Ladd. For the past 
years St. Robert’s has been conducting 
active campaign designed meet these 
three demands: 

bring. good juvenile and adult 


books into the home and thereby stimu- 
late family reading. 

furnish the underprivileged and 
orphans with opportunity read books 
they might never able purchase 
themselves. (At one time toys were given 
them Christmas until Sisters the 
school decided books were more durable 
and more beneficial gift.) 

create atmosphere conducive 
reading and interest books and au- 
thors generally. 


For Children and Parents 


The plan followed the school, brief, 
this: Each fall, usually just before 
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St. Robert’s Book Fair. The picture the left shows Father Richard Madden, who spoke the students their special Book Week 
program; autographing for the school library copy his new book, Men Sandals. The book, refreshing close-up life mon- 
astery, was popular item the fair.

Christmas, the school holds two-week 
book fair. During this time new books are 
displayed the library and corridors 
the school. Students are given chance 
look leisurely through the books and decide 
which they want add their personal 
library. 

During the same time the upper grades, 
under the teachers’ supervision (the school 
has grades through 9), prepare special 
book fair program. Usually, skit 
playlet written themselves around the 
subject books and bringing individual 
titles, emphasizes the part books have 
everyday living. 

time during this period, the children 
are allowed make their purchases after 
having looked over the books for week. 
The grand climax assembly during 
which “real live” author invited 
speak the school. 

Books are obtained consignment from 
local bookdealer who allows special dis- 
count consideration the number 
books that probably will sold during the 
two weeks. has been the practice 
St. Robert’s hold the Book Fair con- 
currently with the parent conferences. 

Parents arriving early for appoint- 
ment with their child’s teacher browse 
through the displays the corridors 
remain after their interview select titles 
for the family bookshelf. That the plan 
has their wholehearted support proved 
the number books that are bought 
for the home. The Sisters point out that 
while many will buy when given the op- 
portunity look over books, few parents 
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ever have the time through book- 
store deciding together the books they 
want. 

Another advantage the parent pur- 
chaser that there doubt the 
worth-whileness the books display. 
The Catholic store with whom the school 
deals has already passed judgment the 
suitability the books. The Sisters im- 
plement their work passing out list 
several weeks advance, listing the titles 
that will display. 


Children Charge 


The pupils one grade are charge 
the book fair and their respon- 
sibility distribute the book list and 
display the books. The books are taken 


from room room, oral book reviews 


given, and some instances student will 
read parts book the class. 

Many the books bought the fair 
become Christmas presents; some are 
bought the children for their personal 
libraries. Others are bought and used 
the schools supplementary reading. The 
history teacher reports that she has been 
using series juvenile historical fiction 
build interest history. The chil- 
dren buy the books and exchange them 
among themselves that while the child 
buys but one book, has opportunity 
read the whole series.

How obtain radio time, ideas for 
posters and window displays, and other 
promotional devices are also outlined. 

The usual publicity channels school 
and parish should utilized: pulpit, 
church bulletin, notes parents, hand- 
bills, school broadcasting system, etc.

Location the Fair 


Since the most important feature 
the site accessibility, that usually 
means the school building itself. The 
library, the gymnasium, the auditorium, 
and adjoining classrooms are all possi- 
bilities. The fair area should large 
enough for adequate display and neces- 
sary traffic but not spacious that the 
exhibits become little islands surrounded 
emptiness. One elementary school, 
well known for its successful fairs, dis- 
plays books classrooms, halls, and 
library.

much flat display 
should used since closely packed 
books are not inviting. order 
achieve interesting variety levels, 
glass blocks and loose shelves are ef- 
fective. moving display piece 
grouped subject and age level 
harmonious patterns with regard 
color combinations and book sizes. The 
judicious use art objects and toys 
will add interest. 

The total effect should one at- 
tractive repose, uncluttered, but rich 
and full. Although flowers add beauty 
any fair, tasteful arrangement 
many attractive books colorful 
that the absence flowers will not 
noted. 

Some possible divisions elemen- 
tary school fair are: picture books, fairy 
tales, Christmas stories, poetry, lives 
saints, first books about God, animal 
stories, etc. 

For teen-age fair are suggested: 
lives heroes, sport stories, love stories, 
music, art, and the theater, hobbies, 
animal life and adventure, etiquette and 
personality, science. 

Some special exhibits interest in- 
clude: book character dolls, dolls 
other nations, the making book, 
early children’s books, foreign children’s 
books, American books foreign trans- 
lation, illustrators children’s books. 


The Program 
Special entertainment for the children 
advance the fair will much 
promote interest. also desirable 
that children take part the program 


for their parents. Various activities re- 
ported successful are: story hours, 
book talks, book quizzes, puppet shows, 
book plays, book films, panel discus- 
sions books and the comics, talks 
authors and illustrators, and talks 
children’s reading. Many fairs feature 
children’s records and thus provide 
program background music. 

indicated above, book fair 
conjunction with “open 
many elements success. Since parents 
are eager see the work their chil- 
dren, good attendance assured. 
door prize prizes for guessing contests 
are also good devices. Refreshments 
should served near the fair area. 

Mimeographed booklists with good, 
short annotations are valuable aids. Stu- 
dents, teachers, and librarian might co- 
operate this project. Ideally, the lists 
should distributed advance well 
the fair itself. Titles are usually 
grouped age levels for elementary 
schools and subject for high school. 


Helps for Selling Books 


The program should, course, assist 
selling books. The most important 
point, however, that the salesmen 
know the and that the public has 
confidence their knowledge and taste.

teachers have had courses children’s 
and adolescent literature and are able 
talk about books with enthusiasm, 
the success the fair largely assured.

them parents and friends. 

However, salesmen should not 
much evidence that the atmosphere 
bookstore created.

comfortable browsing.

Catholic periodical reading judged the 
basis actual distribution certainly not 
widespread desirable. Only four out 
some four hundred different magazines 
reported the CPA directory enjoy cir- 
culation more than half million each. 
Even when all the circlulation figures are 
combined, taking into consideration dupli- 
cation, can safely said that the reading 
needs the 30,000,000 Catholics this 
country are not being satisfied. 

This situation certainly represents 
important problem for the Catholic press. 
And deserves study and evaluation from 
the angle what part schools can play 
improving this picture. 

For example, investigation periodi- 
cal reading Catholic high school made 
few years ago indicated that secular 
magazines absorbed the lion’s share the 
current reading time the boys. fact, 
non-Catholic magazines were read more 
frequently than the most popular Catholic 

The indifference Catholics “mat- 
ters vital interest the Church” was 
discussed recently Most Rev. Thomas 
Gorman, episcopal chairman the 
N.C.W.C. press department speaking 
regional meeting the Catholic Press 
Association. Bishop Gorman, former edi- 
tor himself, cited reason for this in- 
difference the fact “that they (Catholics) 
were not prepared take interest while 
they were still school.” addressing 
the magazine and newspaper editors the 
meeting, Bishop Gorman said:

Problems Reading 


The causes for inadequacies reading 
need considered. Such questions 
the following require study. What types 
materials should presented Catholic 
periodicals? How can Catholics moti- 
vated read them? What kind current 
materials benefit parochial-school children 
most? impossible, this short article, 
suggest complete answers these ques- 
tions, but Catholic publishers and teachers 
should concerned with the motivation 
and guidance children acceptable 
reading. The teacher must appraise each 
child determine his interests, powers, de- 
ficiencies, and difficulties. She must under- 
the tremendous differences chil- 
dren’s abilities, which are great ten 
twelve grades sometimes fifth- 


sixth-grade class. She must teach every 
child accord with his needs, interests, 
and powers. Each child must motivated 
want read. Children will not read un- 
interesting materials freely. Likewise, the 
Catholic press, well the Catholic 
teacher, must understand child needs and 
interests and accommodate them. 


Objectives Teaching Reading 


Whether teacher guiding child 
read book use periodical any 
subject, whether she teaching oral 
silent reading, she should strive achieve 
the following objectives: 

Provide “rich and varied experience” 
through books and periodicals. 

“Arouse keen interest learning 

“Cultivate strong motives for and per- 
manent interests reading.” 

Guide the child develop desirable 
attitudes and good habits reading. 

Elevate children’s tastes reading, 
and educate them discriminate the 
worthy from the unworthy selecting 
books, magazines, and newspapers. 

Acquaint children with the sources 
reading materials. 

Develop child independence skills 
and mechanics reading: phrasing, vo- 
cabulary power, pronunciation, enunciation, 
and use phonics. 

Teach the child organize and evalu- 
ate content. 

Teach the child read orally and 
listen

The reading program, which should 
positive and systematic, cannot consid- 
ered proper length here. Worth-while 
books and periodicals should supplied 
and utilized positively offset the appeal 
shoddy books and periodicals ill re- 
pute. Materials intrinsic value and inter- 
est based upon truth, reality, and religion 
should provided foster the Christian 
democratic way life. Such materials prop- 
erly graded ought employed the 
first grade school and throughout the 
elementary, secondary, and college periods. 
Crime comics, for example, have been shown 
anti-American and anti-Catholic, but 
children read them because they sometimes 
are exciting, frequently depict physical 
might desirable goal, and oftentimes 
make adults seem ridiculous.* the con- 
trary, they are really barren practical 
cultural worth. Because these bad types 
literature have deleterious effect upon 
youth and lead perverted reading tastes, 
they must counteracted good books 
and good periodicals powerful interest 
and dynamic value.

Our Little Messenger, the Junior Cath- 
olic Messenger, and the Young Catholic 
Messenger are examples weekly peri- 
odicals which are highly acceptable read- 
ing, social studies, history, geogra- 
phy, religion, and language instruction 
the parochial schools; they have also 
important mission catechetical work with 
public school pupils.* 

Other excellent periodicals, such 
Treasure Chest, The Catholic Boy, and the 
various Mines, because they are different 
format and appear less frequently, are 
not discussed here for lack space. 

Our Little Messenger, published three 
separate editions, provides excellent devel- 
opmental reading several subject fields 
for children Grades They are 
highly useful also, because their fasci- 
nating content, remediation Grade 
The Junior Catholic Messenger and the 
Young Catholic Messenger are graded 
meet the needs the middle grades, upper 
elementary school, and junior high school. 

The Messengers provide news which 
interesting and original. Every week wide 
variety materials presented young 
readers. should emphasized that the 
weekly periodical highly opportune 
training the child read current literature.

The latter richly rewarding read- 
ing for all teachers although was de- 
signed primarily for the elementary level. 
Expressional writing explained the 
bulletin mean “the writing done 
children when they express their own 
ideas, their reactions the opinions 
firsthand and vicarious 

The bulletin further states that expres- 
sional writing encouraged 
lighted the elementary school because: 

provides outlet for the child 
express his thoughts and feelings and 
release inner tensions. 

provides means bringing the 
surface the personal values which 
lives that those concerned with the 
child may understand him better. 

produces inner satisfactions and adds 
his confidence and poise. 

gives impetus further expression 
arousing his awareness the value 
his own thoughts and feelings. 

induces greater appreciation the 
beauty written expression. 

provides practice improving the 
mechanics written expression.

From the limited experience and obser- 
vation two years with expressional writ- 
ing the high school level believe that 
the above reasons are equally valid 
relation the high school student. The 
rébel who always questions the teacher’s 
authority can apparently release his inner 
tension beginning one did 
assigned topic: 

“Tf stupid topics were music, this would 
the whole brass band.” With that out 
his system proceeded let himself 
and developed his topic very cred- 
itable fashion. 

Frustration finds easily accessible 
safety valve when boy can write, 
sort disgusted today; comes Christmas 
and the Sisters really pile the home- 
work and mean pile on.” 

Personal values are brought out 
themes and there other single means 
which one finds more helpful under- 
standing students than their own writ- 
ing. was boy easily led who wrote 
after painful but maturing experience: 

“Friends are golden; that the good 


ones who will stick for you and show 


loyalty. Good friends usually mean good 
company and this keeps grace. 
fathers, and teachers can’t choose 
our friends; this us.” 

Students sometimes realize that the 
teacher can better understand the minds 
and emotions her students from their 
expressional writing, one boy phrased 
it. “Sister can tell your line thoughts.” 

There certain amount wholesome 
interest aroused the fact that the stu- 
dent knows the topic. This evi- 
denced the eager question even before 
the bell rings, “Sister, what’s our theme 
topic today?” One girl wrote: 

“There’s never dull theme topic 
English this year. There’s never repeti- 
tion topics either. very interesting

walk into English class never knowing 
what expect.” 

Another expresses herself similar 
fashion: “The one thing like about Eng- 
lish class the daily theme. You never 
know what will be. Sometimes 
religious one, comical one, one where 
you have use your imagination.” 

The daily theme flexible tool the 
hands the teacher. When our school 
paper campaign showed slackening inter- 
est paper called The Bell —the 
mere assigning the topic “Ring the Bell” 
and the reading several themes aloud 
the students stirred interest 
teacher preaching ever could have done. 
When the beloved old pastor died and the 
atmosphere the classroom was heavy 
with unexpressed grief, adolescents who 
could never have expressed themselves 
orally, wrote sincere and touching tribute 
the respected old priest. The high spirits 
preholiday class period can chan- 
neled quickly the right topic. Themes 
with titles such “Christian Courtesy,” 
“Co-operation,” can drive 
home point. Sometimes titles like “Black 
Red,” report card day use red 
ink for D’s our school can bring forth 
some very clever writing. 

Prudence and tact direct when and how 
often themes shall read aloud the 
students. The student who has one the 
worst cases sophomoritis the school 
once dropped his “chesty” manner long 
enough read humbly from his theme, 
and apparently without any embarrass- 
ment, “Sometimes sophomores think that 
they know more than their parents and 
teachers. would better off prayed 
little more.” 

course, expressional writing does not 
eliminate individual differences. The stu- 
dent who found writing more difficult than 
most students wrote: 

“The purpose theme is, doubt, 
give daily practice the arts 
composition, grammar, and spelling. Most 
likely will also aid acquiring speed 
those who are slow reducing ideas 
words.” 
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Another student wrote: “It seems that 
never can think anything write 
make up. themes usually aren’t worth 

About per cent the papers are 
corrected week. only rarely, 
however, that the other per cent are 
not read skimmed. Occasionally short 
personal note written the theme pa- 
per the student. Guidance this type 
rather specific and often proves rather 
effective. seem like the 
personal interest shown the note. 

was “average” student who wrote 
what consider the typical response 
the sophomore class expressional writ- 
ing. She began: 

“Sometimes have theme that will 
real simple write and you 
have rack your brain much all, but 
other occasions will hard think 
something hit off just right. Some- 


times our theme topics are very serious 
while other times they are amusing. 
Whatever they may always look for- 
ward coming English class and find- 
ing out our theme for the day. The fun- 
niest daily theme can remember ‘My 
Favorite Hairdo.’ never will forget the 
look few boys’ faces when Sister 
chose that one.” 

Students like expressional writing. They 
like the chance voice their opinions 
subjects pertinent their experi- 
ences. Frequently they express their won- 
der the variety clever ways which 
other students develop the same topic. The 
practice daily writing helps students 
write material other classes. ends the 
pencil chewing period which precedes most 
student writing. useful device for 
bringing humor, challenge, and 
student-teacher rapport into the English 
class.

There can sheltered existences 
the modern classroom. The prerequisites 
American citizenship cannot met through 
learning situations nonrealistic nature. 
Such philosophy, however, far from 
adequate for teachers who sincerely want 
guide the development their pupils. 

There are boys and girls any grade 
level whose degree adjustment very 
low. These boys and girls are many and 
only few are delinquents. Their presence 
American schools makes knowledge 
the psychology encouragement definite 
necessity for all teachers. Proper applica- 
tion the principles this psychology 
will tend assure good pupil adjustment 
and development. 


Assigning Responsibility 
Assignment responsibility part 
this psychology and plays part the 


raising adjustment levels, but there 
pitfall the use responsibility which 
teachers must learn avoid. quite 
possible for those need adjustment 
help suffer rather than assisted 
through the assignment responsibilities 
classroom setup. Such condition can 
avoided through not losing sight the 
need for making sure that the responsi- 
bilities given pupils are duties within the 
range their abilities and maturity. 

Success the use responsibility as- 
signment classroom situations can 
assured best, however, through the build- 
ing the teacher possible experi- 
ence pupil study. The term pupil study 
not nearly vague appears be. 

Efficient measurement pupil progress 
grows out the quality the study made 
the pupils being taught the person 
who teaching. The fact that two boys 
girls are alike will become evident early 
such study. The fact that responsibility 
assignment not always something desir- 
able and the fact that pupil encouragement 
often more necessary factor will be- 
come evident the teacher acquires more 
and more experience pupil study. 
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This experience will come handy 
the many classrooms our nation where 
survival-of-the-fittest atmosphere exists. 
The reasons for this atmosphere are not 
pertinent the subject this article but 
its recognition does tie with the psy- 
chology pupil encouragement. 

pupils are given responsibilities which 
they can carry out successfully, the ten- 
dency toward selfishness these pupils 
will minimized. While 
cess depends part family background, 
the teacher who creates atmosphere 
wherein all class members can look forward 
the greatest possible amount partici- 
pation classroom activity will apply the 
psychology pupil encouragement one 
its most desirable forms. 


Discussing and Deciding 


sixth-grade class the Logan School 
Wilmette, Ill., carried through lan- 
guage arts project which was illustrative 
this important principle. The “room 
court” this classroom was intended 
means providing practice language 
usage way which would assure the 
greatest possible class participation. had 
encountered little none the previously 
mentioned selfishness this class during 
the course the year but did have 
several pupils who needed help their 
efforts participate group projects. 

The organization the court centered 
around the solution very simple ques- 
tion: Should the use chalk for games 
and picture drawing forbidden noon, 
recess, and other times when class was not 
session? Our elected room president sat 
chief justice and selected four boys 
and four girls sit the bench with 
him. Each justice was required write 
opinion the case. majority vote the 
justices was the basis the final decision. 

Two teams two boys each were named 
attorneys and the rest the class, eight 
number, served jury members. Court 
procedure called for the attorneys pre- 
sent their case for and against the use 
chalk. The justices listened and were 
liberty take notes the testimony be- 
ing given. The attorneys could call jury 
members the witness stand provide 
part this testimony. 

was highly significant that all eight 
jury members were called even though 
did not stress the need for this part the 
project. All class members were able 
participate the project some way and 
able report that those who had 
needed help such participation the 
past this time did not require it. 

placed instructions for the court upon 
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the room bulletin board few days before 
the session was held along with list 
assignments for class members judges, 
jury members, and attorneys. The assign- 
ments constituted summary the duties 
expected them. The most significant 
result the project was the eagerness 
which was shown all class members 
take the responsibilities 
assigned them. 

instructions were brief purposely 
but was asked only pertinent questions 
the work proceeded. Out this project 
itself encouragement for all class 
members participate class learning 
activities came evidence ability as- 
sume responsibility and willingness 
each class member work with all others. 

The success the project lay the fact 
that was project within the range 
the ability and maturity the class mem- 
bers and the fact that constituted 
atmosphere wherein all class members 
could look forward the greatest possible 
amount participation classroom ac- 
tivity. 


Helping One Another 

The importance working groups 
great but time should the teacher 
neglect the individual pupil. Encourage- 
ment the individual pupil while such 
pupil part the regular classroom setup 
vital part the psychology pupil 
encouragement. 

H.K. was member sixth-grade 
class Logan who had great difficulty with 
his arithmetic. was boy whose general 
attitude was very high but whose learning 
ability caused him much trouble. C.J.R. 
was girl with somewhat similar problem. 

Remedial work has its place the edu- 
cational scheme things but not the 
only way help slow learning pupils. Slow 
learning pupils have members 
social group throughout their lifetimes and 
isolation from such groups the school 
the family, both dominant the life 
child will not help prepare him for life 
the larger group which our nation. 

and C.J.R. were helped within the 
class setup Logan guard against the 
discouragement which can come from too 
much group isolation. The nature this 
help best illustrated through applications 
two policies which were followed 
Logan with great success during the school 
year. 

H.K. was sent the board 
multiplication fractions problem one day 
March. ran into difficulty and 
asked C.J.R. help him while the rest 
the class watched. C.J.R. was required 
ask H.K. questions about the problem. 


was intended that answering them would 
lead him see its solution. 

work arithmetic built the 
laboratory method instruction described 
article myself the November, 
1952, issue the ScHOOL 
All teaching leans rather 
heavily the psychology the question 
described another article myself 
the EpucATIONAL Octo- 
ber, 1952. Part the laboratory method 
instruction arithmetic allows student 
working problem the arithmetic 
laboratory (the room blackboard) call 
another pupil for help has trouble 
solving his problem. This second pupil 
must ask questions the pupil needing 
help worded that they will lead the first 
pupil the problem’s solution. 

required H.K. and C.J.R. work 
the board front the entire class. 
allowed one two helpful comments from 
other class members but for the most part 
H.K. and C.J.R. worked the problem 
alone. 

The experience asking questions and 
answering them front class some- 
thing value which will lead time 
pupils’ being able solve greater num- 
ber problems. H.K. and C.J.R. made 
such progress after their experience the 
board. 

other policy encouragement called 
for slower learning pupils work with 
faster learning pupils report groups for 
social studies. required various fast 
learners work with H.K. these groups 
and was gratitfied the benefit which the 
boy derived therefrom. C.J.R. did similar 
work and was likewise helped. 

Too much should never expected from 
slow learners. cannot emphasized too 
strongly that such learners will learn 
they are given encouragement. This en- 
couragement comes best from atmos- 
phere wherein all can look forward the 
greatest possible amount class partici- 
pation without fear. This fear need never 
problem proper use made the 
psychology encouragement. 


Pupil Interest 

While the wrong approach pupil in- 
terest too often marks modern educational 
procedure, must remembered that 
interest does have legitimate place the 
educational status and that this prin- 
pupil interest does tie with pupil en- 
couragement. experience with sixth- 
grade science class Logan will illustrate 
this important fact.

Slow learning pupils can receive en- 
couragement from working with faster 
learning pupils group reports. This prin- 
ciple particularly applicable social 
studies. 

The arousal pupil interest can 
made part the psychology pupil en- 
couragement without giving too high 
place the educational scheme things.

Original These are stories that the 
children make and give without much 
planning. They are largely child directed. 

Plays Planned the product 
the child’s own imagination; higher 
standards held for final production. 


Planning and Directing 


Play making creative dramatics 
vitalized experience; therefore the value 
lies keeping dramatization the act 
making just long there real 
growth. make fruitful: 

Choose story that familiar the 
group. 
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Talk over the story with the children. 
Have the important traits character 
brought out. Outline the story briefly 
the blackboard. 

Organize into scenes. 

Try out characters for the parts. Let 
the children select the part they want 
take. Encourage the self-conscious, sensi- 
tive individuals who need sympathy and 
help take part. 

Set standards for the actors and 
the audience. For example: 

For actors: (a) speak clearly; (b) speak 
loudly enough heard everyone; 
(c) face the audience whenever possible; 
(d) portray the character that char- 
acter; (e) use the whole body head, 
hands, and the feet, when necessary. 

For the audience: (a) listen attentively 
and politely; (b) keep all remarks until 
the act completed; (c) careful tell 
what was well done and suggest im- 
provements. 

While taking part dramatization, 
children live the part, and are natu- 
ral, that language expression very free. 
Without stopping correct them, the 
teacher will note individual needs and 
check them later period. She should 
also record interesting expressions used for 
pronunciation and enunciation, make 
list new words for their vocabulary. 

Then follows group discussion 
needs. This may drill period for cor- 
rection speech. This playmaking can 
also aid, besides speech, the body, mind, 
and emotions. 


Speech Improvement Drills

the school library fulfill its 
properly constructed.

There are many, 
too, which can hardly called func- 
tional. Why this should obscure, 
for much literature exists the sub- 
ject, readily obtainable from the Ameri- 
can Library Association. Yet architects 
seem unfamiliar with it, and construct 
poor libraries unless guided compe- 
tent advice. These notes are meant, not 
substitute for the literature the 
subject, but guide and check list. 


Essentials Library 


The library has three indispensable 
units: the reading room, the workroom, 
and the office. Besides these essential 
rooms, small conference rooms are de- 
sirable for groups students.

seating capacity least 75; school 
one thousand, 100 seating capacity;
